 - ABOUT the year 1600, the Cardinal of Lorraine, Hav. 
ing at heart to found a well-ſupported Chapter of Secular 
Canons in his primate church at Nancy, ſeveral fmall c. 
legiate churches were ſuppreſſed, that the revenues might 
be united for that purpoſe. | On this occaſion; the; collegi- 
ate of St. Laurence, in the Bourg of Dienlouard,” Was 
thrown to the Primatiale of Nancy. But the Pope, in 
approving the tranſaction, required that means ſhould be- 
found ſtill of procuring the divine office to be daily per- 
formed in the church. It happened: that one Richard John 
Pits, an Engliſhman, was then canon in a neighbouring 
. collegiate at Liverdun, which was likewiſe united to the 
primatiale of Nancy. This Mr, Pits was acquainted with 
ſome Engliſh prieſts, who had entered the Benedictine 
Onder in different monaſteries of Italy and Spain; to avoid 
the troubles of their own country, and to ſerve God in 
ace, aceording to the convictions of their conſciences. 
By means of this gentleman, ſome of theſe religious men 
were brought to Dieulouard, where the collegiate church 
was put into their poſſeſſion, and a ſmall farm in a neighh- 
bouring village (Jaillon / aſſigned them as a, retribution. 
for ſupplying the places of the late canons in the dai 
performance of the divine office. - The Biſhop of Verdun, 
then temporal lord of the privõtẽ of Dieulouard, confirmed.

ſucceſſively, all the cottages ſurrounding the church were 
purchaſed: a ſpacious encloſure was formed, containing 
near ſix acres of Engliſh meaſure; the church was repaired 
and embelliſhed, and a convenient conventual houſe was 
built adjoining to the church.

Having here been introduced, by 
the excellence of his preaching, to the notice of the Lor- 
raine Family, he was afterwards raiſed by the Guiſes to 
the dignity. of Archbiſhop of Rheims.

their ſucceſſors. When the fatal Revolution broke out in 


France, this houſe was frequently alarmed with tumules in 


the neighbourhood, and threatened with acts of violence 


ſimilar to thoſe that were produced in various parts in the 


viciniry, particularly after their refuſal to communicate 
with the new conſtitutional clergy, It was haraſſed and 
oppreſſed with requiſitions and arbitrary impoſitions; and 

he conſtant reply to every remonſtrance was, that Engliſn- 
men muſt be rich. If an appeal was made to the laws, 
it was anſwered, that appealing to the law under a revo- 
Iutionary government, was little leſs than treaſon. At 
length; about the beginning of October, 1793, it being 
evident that the Jacobin party meant to carry their rage 
againſt all natives of England to the moſt dreadful lengths, 
Paſſports were with difficulty obtained for all the younger 


5 members of this houſe, as ſtudents only, to return to En- 
gland. Very ſoon after this, the ſtorm burſt. On the 


22th of October, between nine and ten at night, their 
ouſe was beſet by five or fix hundred armed men. The

The 'reafbn of this 
ſcarcity is, that the French have drained the ftate of corn 
and cattle, It is the common opinion, that a famine will 


be inevitable. We are threatened with a very ſerious re. 


bellion, ſet on by the French emiſſaries, who are here in 
great numbers. The Pope's palace at Monte Cavallo is 
lurrounded by cannon, and continually guarded by a 
ſtrong body of ſoldiers: The different ſquares are occu- 
pied all the night by ſoldiers with loaded cannon. Day 
and night the troops patrole the ſtreets. I think nothing 
good can be expected from ſuch a complication of evils.

The motives which have induced me to trouble you with 
this letter, are, the dreadful rebelſion which was to have 
taken place, and the miſery under which Rome groans at 
preſent. The above motives preſs the more upon me, as I 
do not doubt, but the newſpapers will give an alarming 
1 tbe ſame, which may create great anxiety 
or me. 3 5 757 
The deſigned rebellion is ſaid to have been diſcover- 
ed by the Neapolftan Miniftry, They generally open 
letters directed to ſuſpicious perſons, by which means they 
diſcovered that the fame inſurrection was to happen there 
likewiſe. To give you ſume idea of the ſtate of Rome for 
this week paſt, I ſhall run over the principal incidents day 
after day,—On Monday night the heads of this plot were 
arreſted, Their plan was to make themſelves maſters of 
Rome, and turn the preſent government into a republican 
one. I have heard that no leſs than three thouſand perſons 
had ſigned their names. — On Tueſday evening the ſquares 
of Rome and bridges were armed. Every bridge was 
lined with regular troops, and one cannon. Every ſquare 
had field pieces, and ſoldiers proportionally, At the Monte 
.della Pieta four cannons; and two campanies of infantry, 
were, placed. The Pope's palace at Monte Cavallo was 
guarded by his life guards, cuiraſſiers, and Switzers, and 
about a thouſand regulars, with five cannon, two of them 
24 pounders. Piazza Farneſe, and Piazza Colonna, had 
each two cannom, and 150 men. Ihe Civic troops, 
ef which there are 8coo men, at the duſk left their quar- 
ters, and half of them went to the palace of Prince Bor- 
gheſe, where their Commander reſides, and the other half 
_to the ſquares adjacent to their quarters. In the night 
many were arreſted. —Wedneſday the ſame order was pre- 
ferved, Cavalry being found neceſſary, thirty dragoons 
are allowed every. company. Numbers were arreſted du- 
- ring the night. The draw-bridges' of the caſtle of St. 
Angelo have not been lowered ſince Tueſday morning, 
when the guns all round the batteries were publicly loaded 
with grape-ſhot, The cannon about Rome are loaded in 
the ſame manner.—Thurſday the Civic troops were or- 
dered to keep ready in their reſpective quarters. (This

The troops that patrole, &c. are about 8000 in number 
a ſufficient force tos fruſtrate any defign againſt the 
Government. We have no money but. baſe metal, 
and for ten pauls of that you muſt pay three. 
dollar goes at twenty-two and an half pauls; it is intrin- 
ſically worth ſomething more than nine pauls. We have 
had a very bac harveſt, The oil is very dear; and what 
is worſe, they intend to increaſe its price. This fort- 
night paſt we have eat cow's fleſh. The countrymen 
will not ſend their cattle any more to Rome: They 
ſay, that they cannot put their own price on their cattle, 
and are paid in notes; whereas, if they go any where
